Use Precautions:

Before making the first application of Quali-Pro® DITHIOPYR 2L newly established turf
must have developed a good root system and a uniform stand, and have received at
least two mowings following seeding, sodding, or sprigging. If this product is applied on
turf that is not well-established, or has been weakened by weather, pest, disease,
chemical, mechanical or other related stress, turf injury may occur.
